TOLLS COMPROMISE

Growing Sentiment in Favor of 
Repeal Without Surrender 
of Exemption Rights: 


LODGE UPHOLDS PRESIDENT 


Insisting on Right of Discriminatio 1, 
He Says Nation Must Restore Its 
Standing Before the World.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—There was 
increasing talk in the Senate to-day 
that before the Sime. bill, repealing the 
tolls exemption clause‘ of the Panama 
Canal act, passed the’ Senate, it would 
be amended by the inclusion of a pro- 
viso reserving to the United States all 
the rights assumed by the clause to be 
stricken - out. Such .an amendment 
would mean that the President’s re- 
quest’ for. the-repeal would be granted; 
but with the explanation that it in- 
volved only a settlement of the economic 
aspects of the question without sur- 
render of any of the American rights 
in the canal. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, had 
Proposed such an amendment and he 
defended it. to-day before the , Com- 
mittee. on Inter-Oceanic Canals. Simi- 
lar measures were suggested in the 
House, but the Henry gag rule per- 
mitted'-no consideration of amendments 
and there was no test of strength. This 
strength in the Senate, it -was said, 
had been greatly increased by. the. re- 
verse the Administration encountered in 
the New Jersey election. 

It is known that some Republicans who 
favor repeal also favor the reservation 
of right, if only for subsequent arbitra- 
tion. -Senator Henry: Cabot Lodge «of 
Massachusetts, who. had been regarded 
as a bulwark of the Administration in 
the pending struggle, declared unequivo- 
cally to-day that he believed in the 
American right to discriminate, while 
arbitration would be-an honorable’ set- 
tlement. At the same time it is difficult 
to see how the amendment ‘can be 
adopted unless the President, who has 
80 far set’ his face against all modifi- 
cations, consents to a revision. It was 
said to-day that-certain Democratic Sen- 
ators might urge him to do so, but un- 
less they succeeded it would appear that 
the President's ability to pass the: bill 
would also measure his ability to resist 
amendment.

CHAPLAIN WRITES. GLYNN. 


Dr. Goldstein Makes Another Appeal 
‘in Behalf of Gunmen. * 

Dr. Jacob Goldstein, Jewish chaplain 
of Sing.Sing, who headed the delegation 
of rabbis who called on Gov. Gtynn in 
behalf of. the gunmen on Wedensday, 
sent an open letter to the Governor 
yesterday further asking for aid for 
the doomed men. Rabbi Goldstein has 
often championed the claims of con- 
demned men, and in several cases won 
retrials for victims of * conspiracies.

Haruko Heartily ‘In Sympathy with 


the Ideals of the New Japan-—- 
‘Adopted the Present Emperor. 


TOKIO, April 9.—-The Dowager Em-' 
press Haruko died at the imperial ville 
at Namazu to-day. ° 
"The Empress passed away suddenly 
in the presence of Emperor Yoshihitc, 
the Empress, and the other members of 
the royal family, who had been sum- 
moned from. the capital. 

The imperial patient had developed 
deceptive symptoms, She displayed in- 
creased vigor, and asked for food. A 
short time afterward, however, she be- 
Game unconscious. The doctors in at- 
tendance applied restoratives, but with- 
out avail, and she died without recover- 
ing consciousness. 

The Empress:had been suffering.for 
a considerable period from.angina pec- 
toris, but the official diaghosis sajs 
the ‘direct cause of her death was 
Bright's disease. 

Following the usual custom in the 
ease of the death of a’ member of the 
imperial family, the official announce- 
ment of the Empress’s death will not 
be made until the body has been trans- 
ferred to the capital, which will prob- 
ably be to-morrow. 

An official announcement concerning 
the late Dowager Bmpress was issued 
to-night by the Secretary of the House- 
hold. ~It makes no reference to her 
death,. but mentions her prospective ar- 
rival-at Tokio; adding: 

Until then subjects should be careful not 
to use irreverent words concerning her 
egndition,

FAVOR SINGLE NAME PAPER. 


Credit Men Also for Stimulating Is- 


sue of Double Name Paper. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 9.— 
Phe acceptance of “ singletname” com- 
mercial paper for rediscount under the 


terms of the new Federal reserve 
act, but with a gradually increasing 
discrimination in favor of two-name 
paper so as to encourage the issue of 
the latter, is urged upon the Federal 
Reserve Bank Organization Committee 
in a letter sent to it to-day by tke 
Banking and Currency Committee of 
the National Association of Credit Men. 
The letter will also be sent to the 
72 eng members of the latter organiza- 
tion. 

The recommendations have . been 
framed after several months’ consulta- 
tion with bankers and business men 
throughout the country, and embody 
the consensus of such opinion on the 
subject. 

The assbciation in its letter also 
urges that ¢he rediscount provisions 
of the new law be extended to com- 
mercial bills based on merchandise in 
storage or transit. 

In order to stimulate the issuance of 
double-name paper it recommends that 
the amount of single-name paper-ac- 
cepted for rediscount during the first 
year of the new act be limited to #0 
per 
per-cent. the second year and to 75 per 
cent, the third year, and that two-name 
paper and commercial bills have a 
slightly lower rate of discount than 
single-name paper. 

The letter heartily commends the new 
banking:act, and says it will lead to a 
correction of abuses of the inelastic 
form of credit involved in open ac- 
counts. The letter adds:

Shacks Bullt for 67 Tuberculosis 
Patients Contain 197—-Pallets and 
“Floor Beds’ Common, 


John A, Kingsbury, Commissioner of 
Charities, issued a statement yesterday 
describing the.¢onditions on Blackwell's 
Island he had found on his unannounced 

visit with Mayor Mitchel and two other 
members of the Board of Estimate on 
Tuesday night, and on other unheralded 
visits which he had previously made. 

Cormimissioner Kingsbtiry said the con- 
ditions on the Island were exceedingly 
bad, but some improvement had been 
shown within the last few months. The 
hospitals, he said, were so overcrowded 
that it was impossible to give proper 
medical Attention to each case, and their 
physical conditions were calculated to 
Bicken persons who arrived well, Poor 
food and a shortage of nurses he named 
as among the defects of the hospitals. 

“As for the Metropolitan Hospital, 
where the worst conditions of over- 
crowding on the Island were found,” 
his report continues, “the Charity Or- 
ganization Seciety did not exaggerate in 
saying that ‘the overcrowded conditions 
in the largest tuberculosis hospital, the 
Metropolitan, are a disgrace to the com- 
munity.’ 

“On my several night investigations 
I found that all the hospitals in the city, 
with the exception of the Central Neuro- 
logical Hospital, are taxed far beyond 
their capacity. In every ward I saw 
more beds than would be permitted by 
the Board of Health in a private in- 
stitution. In the City Hospital < floor 
beds’ have to be used every night. It 
contains now almost a thousand pa- 
tients, and the Neurological Hospital is 
taking care of 100 mure in its wards. 

‘it was in the Metropolitan, however, 
that the most shamefui conditions were 
found -to. exist. Nearly two thousand 
patients are crowded into its wards. 
About halt of them have tuberculosis. 
Two, and often three patients sufiering 
from tuberculosis were to be seen 


crowded into small rooms intended. for 
one.’

CRAZED CREW SWAMP BOATS 


Ten Men with Mate’s Wife, Picked

Mayo 
Said, was due to the frritation - set up 
by ‘the. juice’ of the bétel nut “which 
they chew, Cancer of. the ‘groin, for an- 
other illustration; was aimost ‘entirely 
confined ‘to sajlorg and chimney sweeps. 
Cancer of the stomach, he said, formed 
one-third of the cases. among civilized 
peopieg, but was less: frequent among 
savages and animals. Hé asked: 
“Ig there, then, some fundamental 
fault in the food,’ or in the cooking of it, 
that gives such @ preponderance tuo pre~ 
cangerous conditions’ in the daatrio® 
region among civilized peoples?” 

Dr. Mayo “seemed inclined to ‘blartie 
the prévalence 6f cancer, however, more 
on the quantity of food eaten by people 
in civilized. countries than on its quality. 
He said that, accepting the theory that 
cancer is caused by irritation in the 
great majority of cases, and because of 
the fact that cancer of the stomah is 
the: mast prevalent form, the. logial 
conclusion is that overeating is. the 
principal cause of the disease. Meat, 
when eaten in too large quantities, he

*“‘ He is the. most vulnerable of all the 
quacks,’’ said .Mr, Adams, “for he 
stands by himself, without organization 
such as makes the patent medicine men 
so formidable... He has no newspaper 
champion, for he is too unclean for a 
public avowal of friendship with him. 
The. datly press, which is the prop and 
pillar of all quacks, either will not-ac- 
cept his advertisement at all or doés so 
without thé least inclination of fighting 
for him. There is a growing class of! 
papers, indeed; like THe New ~Yorx 
Times and The. Tribune fiere, Bite Chi- 
cago Tribune; The Philadelphia’ Public 
Lédger, and a half dozen in other cities 
that, are entirely clean as far as the 
publication of ‘quack medical advertise- 
ments is concerned. 

“The underworld quack, moreover, is 
timid, for he knows that he is carrying.

COFFIN DRAPED WITH FLAG 


Delegations from Medical Organida- 
tions and Schools—Richard  F. 
Cleveland Represents Family. 


Funeral services for Dr. Joseph D. 
Bryant, one of New York’s most prom- 
inent. surgeons. who-died on Tuesday at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, were held yester- 
day afternoon at'5 o’clock at the Broad- 
way Tabernacie, Broadway and ‘Fifty- 
sixth Street. Among those in the 
church were scores of leading medical 
men and delegations from the student 
bodies of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and the Bellevue Medical Col- 
lege. There were present also members 
of the Grover Cleveland Association. Dr. 
Bryant was a close friend and adviser 
of ex-President Cleveland. 

The brief service of the Congregational 
Church was read by the Rev. Dr. 
Charles .E. Jefferson, pastor of the Tab- 
ernacle, who also delivered a short eu- 


logy. The pallbearers were Chancellor. 


Elmer E. Brown of New York Univer- 
sity, Dr. A. A. Smith, Dr. Hermann M. 
Biggs, Health Commissioner of the 
State; Dr. Austin Flint, Jr., Dr. G. D, 
Stewart, Dr. Walter Mandel, Dr. H. C, 
Coe, Dr. Reginald Sayre, Dr. Edward D. 
Fisher, Dr. Samuel Brown,*Dr. Beverly 
Robinson, Dr. William Studdiford, Dr. 
Edward Dench, Dr. Cornelius. Coakley, 
Dr. Wallace, Dr. Freeman, Dr. Herman 
Haubold, and Dr. Johy Douglas. 

The members of the various societies, 
who arrived at the church in. a body, 
were assigned to pews in the front. The 
organizations represented included the 
New York Academy of Medicine, the 
New York State Medical Society, the 
American Surgical Association, .Kane 
Lodge, the Medical Board of Bellevue 
Hospital, the Medical Board of St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital, the New York County 
Medical Society, the “veterans of the 
Seventy-first Régiment, the Faculty of 
New York University, and the Council 
of New York University. 

As the services opened ‘the coffin, 
which was draped with a big American 
flag, was carried down the centre aisle 
and placed in front of the ajtar, which 
was massed with floral offerings. Dr. 
Jefferson in his address paid this tribute 
te the dead physician: 

* A-man who serves his day and race 
needs no eulogy on the day of his 
burial. What he has done speaks so 
loudly that the. people cannot hear what 
the preacher says. Such a man writes 


‘his own eulogy, day by day, and there 


is hothing I can add. 

“He lived in this city for forty- five 
years, during which time he made him- 
self well known, I am sure that those 
of you who knew him longest feel that 
you see him now better than when he 
was alive. Every feature of his char- 
acter, his manliness, his courage, his 
breadth of mind, his nobility of spirit, 
all these stand out clear-cut and beau- 
tiful. I can only express in behalf of 
you all the value of his services to 
your city and te all mankind. 

‘How he loved his profession, and 
when one looks at what he accomplished 
how the heart is stirred. When we think 
of the great company of men and /wo- 
men to whom he brought relief and 
health, and on the larger company 
whose: heart went out in gratitude be- 
cause of what he had done for those 
déar to thems and to that still larger 
company which is indebted to him for 
what ‘he did when he was-Commissioner 
of Health for the city and State ogg 
missioner of Health, then .we begin to 
measure the depth of our debt to him.”’ 

Dr. Jefferson also spoke briefly of 
Dr. Bryant’s associations with the med- 
ical schools and of his untiring efforts 
to aid the students, 

“A great life has gone out,” he said 
in_ conclusion.

Taking the aver- 
‘age. of the last seven yéars, only the 
year 1912; showed a. “gmailer average 
weight of fish taken, While the cod 
fisheries are fairly satisfactory, there 
is almost a certainty that prices are 
hot likely to be much, if any, cheaper
